Costello apparently did his job, 
the witness said, because the com- 
plaints ceased a few days after 
Costello agreed to “see what he 
could do.” 

Levy, who was the first witness, 
gaid the private police department 
of the Roosevelt ‘Raceways at 
Westbury apparently had been un- 
able to cope with the problem. 

So with the knowledge of the 
racing commissioner, who is now 
dead, Levy said, he sought out 
Costello, whom he described as a 
friend with whom he played golf 
and dined, and placed the ‘prob- 
lem in his hands. 

Costello at first demurred, say- 
ing he had no influence with 
gamblers, but later agreed to do 
what he could. Costello was not 
paid until 1947, when $30,000 was 
given to him in a check. Later he 
was paid the additional $30,000 in 
several payments which ended in 
1949 when the Internal Revenue 
Bureau declined to allowededuc- 
tions as a cost of doing business 
and disallowed payments to Cos- 
tello. .

WASHINGTON, March 12 — 
Former Representative Joseph E.

from the Maritime Commission. 

Under questioning by the Sen- 
| ate Banking subcommittee inquir- 
ing into “favoritism and influ- 
ence” in the operation of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, 
the dapper witness explained that 
the five ships had been bought for 
about $8,000,000 and sold several 
years later for $2,800,000. 

Loss on Paper Only. 

While this looks like a heavy 
loss on paper, he said, actually 
the participants in the corpora- 
tion, which he served as president 
and director, profited because the 
oil tankers were leased at sub- 
stantial yearly payments to the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey. 

Participating in the corpora- 
tion, which was especially set up 
‘to buy the tankers, were “30 or 
| 40 or 50” persons who put up a 
total of $100,000 cash, he said. 
Among the minor stockholders, 
he said, were Joseph H. Rosen- 
baum and Robert Dudley, mem- 
bers of a Washington law firm 
that has been accused of wield- 
ing unusual influenee over the 
RFC. Dudley is Casey’s brother- 
in-law. ' 

Name of the corporation, he 
said, was American Overseas Co., 
Inc., but when pressed for further 
details Casey, his’ polished man- 
ners starting to rub off, disclosed 
that he and his friends also had 
formed the Greenwich-Marine 
Co., for Panamanian registry of 
the five ships. 

Escaped Tax Payments. 

He did not deny the observa- 
tions that creation of the second 
company, for registry purposes, 
enabled the purchasers of the 
ships to escape tax paymefits on 
the charter income received from 
Standard Oil of New Jersey. 

Casey explained that the Amer- 
ican Overseas Co. had borrowed 
$10,000,000 from an _ insurance 
firm to buy the tankers, in 1948. 
He acknowledged that, when the 
ships eventually were sold for 
only $2,800,000, the corporation 
was able to take advantage of the 
capital gains law, to show a cap- 
ital loss in the purchase and sale 
of the tankers. 

The transaction became so com- 
plex that Senator Capehart (Rep.), 
Indiana, burst out: 

“I dislike anyone trying to 
make a fool of me, and of this 
committee, and that’s what you've 
been trying to do all morning.” 

“I have not,” snapped Casey. 

Capehart also became incensed 
because Casey insisted he could 
not remember the name of the 
vice president of the American 
Overseas Co., or other ’ officers. 
In the end, after much crossfire 
between the committee and the 
witness, Casey won his point— 
that he would submit the names 
of all stockholders and officers at

Aerial observers reported signs 
that the Communists also were 
abandoning the former capital 
city of.Seoul, threatened by an 
Allied flanking drive to*the east. 

Nine United Nations divisions 
reported gains of up to three 
miles as they moved cautiously | 
north along the central front in 
the wake of fleeing Chinese and 
aT Reds.

Tank and infantry task forces 
daried within sight of the big 
enemy base of Hongchon and the 
strategic east-central Korean 
crossroads town of Changpyong. 
Vanguards were within 24 miles 
of the thirty-eighth parallel. 

Sporadic Resistance. 

Most of the advancing U.N. col- 
umns reported “no contact” with 
the enemy. The rest reported only 
scattered, sporadic resistance from 
enemy rear guards.

Says in Feb. 1 Testimony 
That Russia’s Leaders 
Would Be ‘Really 
‘Fools’ to Start Fight

WASHINGTON, March 12 (UP) 
—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower be- 
lieves Russia's leaders would be 
“really fools” to start war against 
the United States, and he would 
use the atomic bomb “instantly” 
if it would mean sufficient stra- 
tegic destruction.

views in secret session on Feb. 1

There were ominous reports 
that the Reds were digging in 
along a line anchored on Hong- 
chon, some 20 miles south of.the 
thirty-eighth parallel for a new 
stand by possibly 100,000 troops.

But front dispatches told of noth- 
ing but enemy retreats. 

War correspondent William 
Burson reported from the east- 
central front: 

“Reds who were concentrating 
formidably here three days ago 
turned into headlong flight to- 
ward the thirty-eighth parallel. 
American and South Korean in- 
fantry scored smashing successes 
all along the 40-mile-wide sector. 

“Only on the road to Chang- 
pyong did U.N. troops encounter 
anything resembling organized re- 
sistance, and there only sporadic 
small arms .nd machine-gun fire 
was met. 

Mount Taemi Captured. 

“A United States Seventh “Dt | 
vision unit captured mile-high 
Mount Taemi and its once im- 
pregnable entrenchments without 
firing a shot. 

“The bloodless victory com- 
pleted the cross-country conquest 
of east-central Korea’s most ~ r- 
bidding mountain wilderness.” 

South Korean troops seized 
Soksa, final junction for roads 
leading north to the thirty-eighth 
parallel and east to the coast. 
The Reds had abandoned it. 
Three hills farther west also were 
captured without opposition.

972 ON SECOND 
LONGEST CASUALTY 
LIST OF KOREA WAR 


WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP) 
—The second longest casualty list 
of the Korean war, containing 
972 names, was issued by the 


fense Department yesterday. 


A check of the next-of-kin 
notification, from which the list 
was compiled, showed most of 
the casualties were suffered be- 
tween Feb. 11 and Feb. 19. This 
period included the ambush of 
American troops north of Hoeng- 
song Feb. 12 and other heavy ac- 
tion during the last Red ‘counter- 
attack. 

The list, No. 247, identified 150 
combat deaths, 510 wounded, 245 
missing in action and 67 injured 
in ateidents. The longest cas- 
ualty list of the war, issued last 
Oct. 8, contained 1211 names. 

Casualty list No, 248, also « 
co tively long one, was is- 
oo today. It identified 624 ad- 
ditional casualties, including 60 
‘eombat deaths, 353 wounded, 175 
missing in action and 36 injured 
in accidents. 

The Defense Department, in 
addition to its periodical 
lists, issues a weekly summary. 
The last such summary brought 
total United States casualties in 
Korea to 52,448, including 8853 
dead, an increase of 1773 casual- 
ties and 241 dead from the previ- 
ous week. 

While the addition of the 1596 
casualties reported yesterday and 
today would indicate 54,044 to- 
tal casualties announced to date, 
there is a possibility that some of 
the dead have been carried previ- 
ously as missing.

September .1945 a description of 
an atom bomb of a later type than 
the Hiroshima model. 

Former Army Sgt. David 
Greenglass, 29 years old, a for- 
mer employe on the Los Alamos 
(N. M.) atom bom project, said 
he gave the description to his 
brother-in-law, Julius Rosenberg. 
33, an electrical engineer. 


Rosenberg is on-trial with his 
wife, Ethel, 35, and radar expert 
Morton Sobell, 33, on a charge 
of conspiring to spy for Russia 
in wartime. They face a possible 
death penalty. 

Spectators Barred. 

Press and spectators were ex- 
cluded from the courtroom when 
Greenglass added that he had 
compiled a 12-page written re- 
port, including sketches of an 
atom bomb. 

Greenglass said Rosenberg in 
January 1945 gave him a descrip- 
tion of the type of bomb that 
later was dropped at Hiroshima. 
The witness said this was “the 
only bomb of that type which 
was made.” 


He said the type of bomb he 


later described to Rosenberg was 
“of a different nature—a type 
which worked on an implosion ef- 
fect.” 

Dr. Walter Koski, of John Hop- 
kins University, earlier had de- 
scribed implosion as a concen- 
trated force in one direction as 
compared with an _ explosion, 
where the force is outward in 
various directions. 

Greenglass said he was able to 
give Rosenberg data on the 
newer model through his own 
Los Alamos work on a high ex- 
Plosive lens mold—‘“molds used 
in the atom bomb itself’’—and 
through listening to conversa- 
tions of others at Los Alamos. 

Received $200 for Data. 

The witness said that prior to 
giving this information Rosen- 
berg gave him $200 and told him 
it “came from the Russians.” 

Greenglass drew copies of lens 
mold sketches he said he gave 
to Rosenberg. - 

Dr. Koski said they were suf- 
ficient to show an expert “what 
was going on” as Los Alamos. 
Koski was an engineer on the 
Los Alamos atomic project. 

Greenglass has pleaded guilty 
to spying. 

Dr. Koski said the lens was 
made of high explosive and that 
it focused detonation waves the 
way an optical lens focused light 
waves.

In 1948 the G.O.P. Eightieth Congress carried 
this process further by reducing the rates again 
in such a way as to give the largest benefit to 
the upper income brackets. President Truman 
vetoed the bill, and one of his reasons for the 
veto was that the bill did not distribute the tax 
cut fairly among all income groups. Congress 
passed the bill over his veto. Now, instead of 
seeking to correct the injustice of that bill, his 
own’ proposal for a tax increase merely rein- 
forces it. 

Take a look at the taxes to be paid under the 
Treasury proposal, and under the pre-1948 tax 
rates, by a married person with two dependents. 
Generally speaking, such a person will pay more 
taxes than he paid in 1946 and 1947 if his in- 
come is between $5000 and. $10,000, but will 
pay less if his income is $15,000 or above. And 
the discrepancy gets larger as the income in- 
creases, as this fable shows.

Who shall say that this kind of tax structure 
represents a fair distribution of the defense 
burden? Who shall say that the increased tax 
load all expect to carry should be distributed 
on principles less progressive than that of the 
early postwar years? 

Henri Queuille Returns 

The French National Assembly's approval of 
Henri Queuille as the head of a caretaker Cabi- 
net will be welcomed by practically everybody in 
the free world. For it assures that France will 
have the most effective government possible 
under the circumstances for the critical months 
that lie ahead. 

A solution for Germany, and the Schuman 
plan, are hanging fire. Still to be built is a 
North Atlantic defense force, to which France 
will make the major contribution on the ground. 
The wars in Indochina and Korea continue, and 
there have been outbreaks of Arab disaffection 
in French North Africa. The West is hobbled 
without a Cabinet at Paris. 

M. Queuille’s government will not be a strong 
one, but he has garnered as much strength for 
it as he could by announcing that national elec- 
tions will be held as soon as possible. If he can 
keep France on its present course, and steer a 
new election law through Parliament in the next 
few weeks, he will have done all that he could 
at the moment. -

Like everyone else, athletes want to be known 
as fellows who keep their eyes wide open.

Most football coaches consider it downright sin- 
ful even to blink during a head-on tackle. But 
cheerful Herman Hickman of Yale observed 
that “some of my heroes had their eyes closed 
all through the season.” 

This is a typical Hickmanism, to be taken 
only with a salty understanding that Herman 
expects to win more than he loses, and to have 
some fun doing either. But he is a fellow who 
refuses to be blinded to the facts, and adjusts 
his philosophy accordingly. So we have a pic- 
ture of a happy Yale team barging ahead with 
the eyes shut, and why deny it? Many a mortal 
would never barge ahead at all if he saw exactly 
what he was up against. 

A slight amount of ignorance can sometimes 
substitute for courage, for everybody blinks at 
something, whether it is a baseball, the whole 
truth or this entire spinning planet. And if H. 
Hickman does not wink at the fact that heroes 
blink, this wide-eyed admission should become 
popular and unanimous. 
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New Work for Frank P. Graham 

There can be only widespread approval of the 
decision to put the talents and energy and 
clear-thinking of Frank Porter Graham into 
action on the administrative side of the defense 
mobilization. As president of the University of 
North Carolina and later as United States Sena- 
tor, Dr. Graham showed himself to be alert, 
able and thoroughly progressive. Moreover, 
he is a man with the courage of his convictions 
as his record in the Senate showed. 

As announced by Secretary of Labor Tobin, 
Dr. Graham is to be Defense Manpower Ad- 
ministrator in the Labor Department. Already 
the Office of Defense Mobilization, headed by 
Charles E. Wilson, has an over-all manpower 
director in Arthur S. Flemming. Where does 
Frank P.* Graham fit into this organization?

Tale of Czech Dissension 


THE EYES OF REASON, by Stefan Heym. (Little, 

Brown and Company, 433 pes., $3.75.) 

In telling the story of three brothers, 
Joseph, Karel and Thomas Benda, author 
Stefan Heym {is in reality telling a story 
of political dissension in Czechoslovakia 
after World War II. Joseph, the eldest 
brother, is head of the Benda Glass Works 
and represents the author’s conception of 
the enlightened capitalist. Karel, the sec- 
ond brother, is a physician whose sympathy 
for the Czech Communists grows gradually 
stronger and stronger. Thomas, the 
youngest, is a writer, an emotionally im- 
mature person, and one whose political 
views are vaguely defined but distinctly 
eclectic and unorthodox. 


It is Thomas who writes an Essay on 
Freedom, excerpts from which appear at 
several points in the novel. In the Essay, 
Thomas flails Right and Left with bril- 
liance and complete lack of positive em- 
phasis. Lacking as he does any philosophy 
of life and seeing only faults in the peo- 
ple and in the social institutions about 
him, it is no surprise 
when he finally com- 
mits suicide. 

What has been 
said of Thomas may 
be applied in part to 
Mr. eym’s novel, 
The early, careful 
analysis of Joseph's 
and<Karel's political 
beliefs slowly breaks

minor leagues will beckon for 
further seasoning or, perhaps, for 
good. 

At any rate, it’s reassuring to 
know that Manager Taylor hasn't 
made any premature plans that 
can’t be changed.

(UP)—Jim Ferrier, the tall Aus- 
tralian who has played profession- 
al golf since 1940, was in the 
midst of the hottest streak of 
his career today with the classic 
Masters Tournament at Augusta, 
Ga., less than a month away. 

Ferrier won the St. Petersburg 
open last weekend with a new 
tournament record and he cap- 
tured the %2-hole Miami Beach 
Open yesterday with 273, 

Ferrier, who ‘plays out of San 
Francisco,+never has set such a 
pace. He won the 1947 P. G. A. 
championship and has been well 
up on the list of leading money 
winners each year since 1940, but 
he never before won two tourna- 
ments in a row.

If you were going out, 
for example, and you had an odd 
wild card in your hand with no 
place else to put it, you could add 
it to a canasta even if there were 
already three or more wild cards 
there. — . 

The new rules eliminate this 
exception. Now, no meld — in- 
cluding a completed canasta—can 
have more than three wild cards. 
Of course, if a canasta has been 
completed with, say, five natural 
cards and two wild cards, you can 
add a third wild card to it. And 
you can always add a natural 
matching card to a canasta. 

Furthermore, when the discard 

pile is not frozen and the last dis- 
card matches a completed canasta 
of your side, you can pick up that 
card and add it to the canasta, 
thus getting the entire pack. Mil- 
lions of players have adopted an 
unofficial rule that you can't do 
this, but the official rules say you 
can. 
The new rules block one other 
loophole by which you used to be 
able to get around the “three wild 
cards” rule. 

Suppose you needed 120. Yeou 
had four deuces and four kings. 
They total 120, but you couldn't 
put them down as a single meld 
because that would give you a 
meld with more than three wild 
cards, 

You could, however, split them 
into two melds—say three deuces 
with two kings, and one deuce 


with the other two—and so com- 
ply with the rules and still make 
your 120 minimum. 


Now you can’t do that. The 
new rules say distinctly that the 
same side can't have two melds 
in the same rank. All partner- 
ship melds must be combined. 
(Of course, you may have a meld 
in a rank your opponents have 
melded.) 


Going back, for a moment, to 
this matter of taking the discard 
when it matches a completed ca- 
nasta: When the discard pile is 
frozen, and your opponent throws 
a card that matches your canasta, 
of course you can't pick it up to 
add it to the canasta. To take a 
card from a frozen discard pile, 
you always need a natural match- 
ing pair in your hand. 


But when you do have a natural 
matching pair, you can take the 
discard even if it is the same as a 
previous meld by your side. This 
fs a privilege that overrides any 
other law. 


Say you have a canasta of sixes. 
Your right-hand opponent throws 
a six—and you have a pair of 
sixes in your hand. You can take 
that six with your pair. This is 
not considered the same as start- 
ing a second meld in the same 
rank. You add all three of the 
sixes to the completed canasta.
